Tho nomination of candidates for Mntehosin 
took pl&OB ycatordoy, ot half-past elovon 
o'clock, , (t. m., at. Oraigflower. There were 
about thirty«fivo persons present, principally 

citizens ofVictoria. i'\Ir. MclCcnzie came for» 
ward and proposed I'r. Ash, and -Mr. Weir 
seconded. Mr. Jehu Hu>soll proposed .Mr 
Elliott, and Mr. Earks Becoiidcd. 

Dr. A.sh then came forward and said tliiit 
tho first ([UObtion that came up was union of 
the colonies. This, buwevor, ho believed, 
waa a foregone conclusion. Unien was either 
consummated or shortly would bo. The re- 
solutions of tho Assembly on the subject left 
a member now nothing la say on thu niatler. 
He was in favor of uuion ; but ho tlioiii;lit 
the rasolulions of the House »-ero not profier 
ones, innsmsch aa they did not stipulatu for 
rcpresontativo government. We might, ac- 
cording 10 tho resolutions, got a Uovemur 
and Council similar to tho system now in 
vogue in British Columbia. He believed 
that separate govarnmanls were an evil, and 
although union would not cheapen govern- 
ment very much, it would prevent the 
fomenting ol joalousies and the increase of 
e.xpen.ses. lie did- not think, however, that 
uuiun would come into operation before J inu- 
ary, 18ii7 ; for it was not likely tho Goveriiur 
would receive u leltor one day anil union 
would take place llio next He would not 
advocate ,iny e.xtonaiun ot the present iluties 
on agricultural produotiona. Ha would in 
fact oppose any attempt to protect the fanner. 
When union took place it might bo desiruns 
to 'put import duties on a certain class of 
goods for the purpose of revenue, but hi? was 
averse to imposing any tariS" for tho agriciil- 
tarist. lie bad been asked by several of ihi 
electors what bis opioiuua were on the Ilume- 
stead question. All ho could say was, he 
was io favor of the system curried out in 
England, and ir other countries, that enabled 
a solvent man to make over hia properly to 
his wife through tho medium ol trustees. He 
would uot object, however, to any measure 
that would protect the family without de- 
frauding creditors. He was in favor of reci- 
procity, in ordpi that the coal and iron mines 
of the country might be developed. Reci- 
procity, bov;cva.. would do away with agri- 
cultural protection, as it was only natural 
to e.^tpeol that American produce would bo 
admitted duty free. He bad great faith in the 
future happiness niid prosperity of the eonn- 
try. They had plenty of good land : all that 
was wauted was population. On the sul>ject 
ol education nnd roads, there wero of course 
no two opinions. In conclusion he promised, 
if elected, to advance tho interoata of the ooU 
ony to tba best of his ability. 

Mr. Thome— Do you think the farmers 
are prospetous under tho present free-port 
system. 

Ur. Ash — I will only answer questions put 
to mc by an elector. 

Mr. Thorne — You are afraid to answer ; 
but we'll put you thtoagb before we have 
dooo with yon. I have got yon in my pocket, 
(laughter), 

Mr. Elliott then came forward and said 
that the fitat acd most important question 
was union of the colonies, which be believed 
Io be urgently necessary, and the next waa 
the question of tariff. He wanted to sec, as 
bo hud previously Raid, import duliea levied 
on one set of articles to proteel the farmer, 
and on another to raise a revenue. The 
colony bad various interests at stake, but they 
had hot'itufore been all neglected but the 
commercial one. This was unfair and inju- 
dicious, The farming, tho mining and the 
mannfaoturing bad ao much claim on tlie 
legislation of the country aa tho commercial 
interest, and they were beside much more 
stable. No encouragement to these indus- 
tries could over injure a ligitimato com- 
merce. Ho far as Ibe claims of the free port 
wero oonoerned they were simply loun- 
dationlcss. In 185Q it was the population 
that came (uBhing after gold that buili 
up Victoria, not the free "port. In '59 and 
'GO grass waB growing in the Btreetsi although 
Victoria was still a free port, but the popu- 
lation had left. In 18G2 another rush took 
place of parties bringing from £50 to £200 
a piece iutc t.'io Country, and the town agaiti 
went up, but it Wi^b Cariboo, not tho freo 
port, that drew the population. We are now 
suffering a ilopre.-i3ion, hut it shows that no 
country could bopo to prosper by depending 
on a few ship loads of goods. lie had gouo 
llirougli the ngrioultnral atalislics of llie col- 
ony and bo lound, owing to tho prejudicial 
inlioence ol i!;a free port, that there ware 310 
bona fide larniers occupying 38,000 acres and 
cultivating but y,'20U i .Now if proper pro- 
tection wero offorded llio Si30,000 or there- 
abouts at present raised from Uio laud would 
speedily run up to the $800,000 which wo 
pay for our agricultural importations. This 
amount woald represent eight million dollars 
of invested capital, wbi|)It would prove the 
most stable woitltb In tho 00UD(ty To come 
to another topic connected with the farmer'B 
interest — the tax on uneullivnteii lands 

A Voice— That hits King ! (Laughter.) 

•Mr. King — Who dares to muko use of my 
name in lliiD uiienllecl for manner! (Loud 
laughter,) 

.Mr. lOlliott would ta:call lands buhl by 
speculators to tlie dctritiieni of the bnim /hie 
Eettler. He believed that ruiiciicluneiit was 
deinaiidoil, butsjiie quiekest way to elfect the 
object was union, wbicb would reduce the 
exjienses of both cnlonios lifly per cent, im- 
prisonment for debt ho believed to be tho 
grealCBt curse of the country. He had been 
told on good authority that there wero at 
present In San^ Francisco upwards of live 
hundred good . oitiieos which imprisonment 
for debt bad dHven from tho colony. He was 
in fayor of a good homestead law. So far as 
tliu c'.iancoa of fraud were eonoerncd he 
would sooner trust, on tho ground of security, 
a man who had n homestead ibiiu nno who 
had none. He was astonished .that liis op- 
|ionent. Dr. Ash, had said nothing about the 
Hudson's Day ('ninpany and tho Crown 
l/.rids, -Now this (juustioii was likely to 
eo;no np again, and ho could saluly us.sert 
that he stood before them unoonnected with 
any cliques —

In the I'slington Oazette of August I8tb 
appears an interesting paper by William 
Stones, Efq,, on " Colonization ; its nspeoH 
and icsults." In i oribing Colonial Amuae- 
ments Mr. Stones thus coooludea : 

Theatricals. — My remarki on this point 
will bo limited to the presenting of two pic- 
tures in connection with tho diatri»»of onr 
youngest colony, VaiieouTor Island. Tho 
iirst is im extract from (laptaip Cook's voyage, 
'J.Ttli April, 1778 : — ''Tlni inlet in which our 
ships wero moored is called by tho natives 
' Nootka,' but CJaptain Cook gave it the name 
ol King (ieorge'a .Sound. As to the natives 
their jiorsons in general are undtfr tho com- 
mon stature, their color could never be de- 
termined positively, as their bodies wero in- 
erusled with paint uiul dirt. They wear a 
cap in sluipu of a llower (lOt, •.•lade of very 
ti;,e iiiatting, ernaiiieiited with a bunch of 
leallier tassels, and having a string passing 
uniler tlio chin to prevent its blowing olT. 
Besides their ordinary dresses the natives 
have some that are only used when going to 
war or exhibiting themselves to strangers in 
ceremcDial visita. The most OBual head- 
dress on these occasions is a quantity of 
withe wrapped about the head with large 
feathers. At the same time tho face is 
variously painted, tho upper and lower parts 
being of opposite colors, and tho strokes 
having the appearance of largo gashes ; or it 
is besmeared with a kind of fat or tallow, 
somewhat like carved work. Thus equipped, 
their ridiculous appearance ia lieighioned 
when tl'.ov atsuino their monstrous decora- 
tions. These cousisl of a grout variety of 
wooden masks applied to the lace, forehead, 
or upper part of the head. Sumo of tho vi- 
sors rcaoniblo human faces, having hair, 
bearda and eyebrows ; others represent tho 
heads of bears and various animala, aa deer, 
porpoises, wolves, &c. Suoh kinds of ropre- 
sentatioDS exceed tho natural sizi!, and are 
frequently Btrewed with pieces of mica, 
which make them glitter, and aogmont their 
deformity. In those imagioery decorations 
they somotimes run into great excess, and fi.x 
large pieces of carved work upon the head 
projecting to a considerable diBtance, and 
resembling the prow of a canoe. Whether 
thi-io grotesque manqUKradd ornaments wero 
(or diversion, roli;;">", or intimidation, (Jap- 
tain Cook was n; orlaii;. Sonnets ■^"o.'O 
sung by single performers keeping time by 
striking the band against the tbiirh ; o rattle 
ond a small whistle being the only instrn- 
menta of inu.sio which we aaw amongst thero. 
Tho rattle ia used when they sing." Hero, 
then, we have Vancouver Island amusing it- 
sell in maatiuerado. music and song ; 
struggling to vie with Rome in its carnival — 
the great globe between. 

Had wo visited Vancouver Island in 1778 
we should have been treated to a musical 
festival of a rattle and a whistle. Had it 
been oar furiuoe to go thither in December, 
18C4, what kind of amusement would have 
been afforded us ? I quote from the Timet 
of the 18th February, 1885 :— 

" Oo the 12tb December, 1864. those emi- 
nent aitists, Mr. and Mrs. Ob'arles Kean, 
commonoed an engagement for six nights at 
the Viclorio Theatre, Vancouver Island, in 
the course of which they performed " Henry 
Vlll.," "Louis XL," " Hamlel," ".Mer- 
chant of Venice," " Macbeth," " Othello," 
and the " Jealous Wile." After the termi- 
nation of their ongngemcr.t, which proved 
successlul beyoml expeolation, the Mayor 
and miMiibers of the Council wailed upon 
them at their hotel, ond delivered u compli- 
mentary address."
